Counsel contract talks continue 


. .. Chairman confident resolution could come by week's end

WILMINGTON - The Board 
of Selectmen met in executive 
session on Monday, May 17, to 
discuss the contract to be 
offered to Town Counsel Paul 
DeRensis for Fiscal Year 2005. 
After more than two and a half 
hours, though, the board had 
still not reached a conclusion. 

Several meetings ago, the 
board unanimously agreed to 
place a monetary cap on funds 
to be spent on legal services for 
the town; the pros and cons of 
various structures for such a 
cap monopolized discussions of 
the selectmen’s recent meeting 
on May 10. 

DeRensis, of the 
Deutsch, Williams, 


firm 
Brooks, 


DeRensis & Holland, P.C 
(DWBDH), is currently work- 
ing as Wilmington’s legal coun- 
sel under an agreement in 
which the town pays hourly 
billing for litigation and spe- 
cialized services in addition to 
a monthly retainer fee. 

According to Selectmen 
Chairman Michael McCoy, the 
board will meet with DeRensis 
during an executive session on 
Thursday, May 20, with the 
intention of reaching a final 
agreement. 

“We hope to have a resolution 
to this matter by the end of the 
week,” McCoy said after 
Monday’s session. “Hopefully, 
we will have a written contract 
to ratify at the next regularly 


scheduled selectmen’s meeting 
on May 24th.” 

According to McCoy, time is 
not yet a factor, but could soon 
become one. 

“T want to get this wrapped up 
as soon as possible,” McCoy 
said. “As long as we get it done 
before the first week of June, 
we should be all right 
Anything later than that could 
become problematic.” 

Should a consensus not be 
reached on Thursday, the town 
will have to explore all of its 
options, according to McCoy. 

“T still feel that DeRensis has 
done a great job and I support 
him, but if the contract does 
not happen, then we will have 
to take appropriate actions,”

TEWKSBURY The 
Tewksbury Organization 
Against Illness and 
Contamination (TOXIC) hosted 
representatives from the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) for a public 
information session on 
Wednesday, May 12, regarding 
the Sutton Brook Disposal Site, 
also known as Rocco’s Landfill, 
in South Tewksbury. 

Don McElroy, the Remedial 
Project Manager with the EPA, 
outlined the steps to be taken in 
the upcoming remediation of 
the:site following the recent set- 
tlement reached between the 
EPA and the 25 identified 
Responsible Parties (RP’s). 
The ‘settlement, McElroy stat- 
ed,- specified the work to be 
done and was not based on a 
dollar figure. 

McElroy also told residents 
that- the EPA continues to 
investigate whether parties not 
yet"named may hold responsi- 
bility for the site. 

The first step towards remedi- 
ation, as outlined in the settle- 
ment, includes extensive stud- 


ies of the site to determine the _ 


nature and the extent of the 
contamination and to evaluate 
alternatives for remediation. 
RP’s will be responsible for all 
costs involved in the study, 
including the reimbursement of 


costs incurred by the EPA for 
oversight of the project 

Part of the agreement includ- 
ed the hiring of a consultant to 
perform the studies pursuant 
with EPA standards. Woodard 
& Curran was hired for that 


purpose. McElroy will expect a 
work plan to come in from 
Woodard by late June; he hopes 
to see field efforts by late sum- 
mer or early fall. It is advan-

Landscaper suffers 
severe head injury

WILMINGTON - A local land- 
scaper was dealt a blow to the 
head earlier this week. 

On Monday, May 17, Eric 
Vonschantz, 39, of Newbury, 
was landscaping the yard of a 
recently completed home on 
Ashwood Avenue, which is off 
Andover Street in North 
Wilmington. Vonschantz owns 
E.V. Landscaping here in 
Wilmington. 

According to the Wilmington 
Police Department, at approxi- 
mately 11:45 a.m. Vonschantz 
attempted to drive his Bobcat 
loader off a trailer. Apparently, 
the ramp of the trailer was in 
somewhat of an elevated posi- 
tion, for the landscaper could 
not properly maneuver his 
Bobcat off the vehicle. 


According to reports, 
Vonschantz stepped out of his 
Bobcat and got off the trailer 
and tried to give the situation a 
look. At this point, it is 
believed that he was struck on 
his head either by the ramp or 
the front bucket of the Bobcat. 

Nobody witnessed the acci- 
dent. Landscapers who were in 
the neighborhood, however, 
eventually found Vonschantz 
wandering in the middle of the 
street, bleeding profusely. 
They helped him to the curb 
and did their best to stop the 
flow of blood. 

When emergency personnel 
arrived at the scene, they too 
had difficulty establishing for 
certain what exactly happened.

On “Public Comments” 


“Had I been notified in advance, I would have invit- 
ed the Superintendent of Schools, the Director of 
Public Health, the Public Health Nurse, and the 
Superintendent of Public Buildings, not to enter into 
any sort of debate, but to have the right person pre- 
sent to answer whether certain things had been done 
and to address her concerns appropriately.” 


That’s a quote from Wilmington Town Manager 
Michael Caira, who last week was unprepared during 
a selectmen meeting to adequately address the con- 
cerns of a local mother, who charged that her child has 
been rendered quite ill by the environment at the 
North Intermediate School. 

Caira was unprepared for a reason, one that does not 
reflect poorly on him. The issue of a potential number 
of sick children at the North Intermediate School was 
placed before him during a segment of last Monday's 
selectmen meeting called “Public Comments.” 

“Public Comments” has become a staple of selectmen 
meetings during the past year. It represents one of the 
better ideas by Selectmen Chairman Michael McCoy, 
who started inserting the segment on meeting sched- 
ules because he felt his predecessor had not frequent- 
ly enough offered residents opportunities to be heard. 

On the whole, the success of “Public Comments” as a 
productive addition to selectmen meetings has not yet 
been proven. Sometimes, the segment passes quietly, 
with nary a resident on hand to ask a question or share 
aconcern. Other times, the agenda item serves only 
as an opportunity for the chairman to redirect resi- 
dents to the appropriate departments to which they 
can relay their specific concerns. 

Once in a while, the unscripted nature of “Public 
Comments” emerges as a springboard from which a 
serious issue is sprung on an unsuspecting town man- 
ager or a member of the Board of Selectmen. 

It is this unfortunate underbelly of “Public 
Comments” that was exposed during the selectmen 
meeting on May 10. A few selectmen reportedly knew 
in advance that the mother of the child in question 
intended to share with the board and public the heart- 
breaking developments about her daughter. The town 
manager did not. 

As a result, both Caira and all members of the Board 
of Selectmen were ill-equipped to effectively address 
the mother’s grave questions and fears. 

A remedy is needed to prevent such a scenario from 
occurring again. Perhaps Chairman McCoy could post 
a sign-up sheet at the town hall, so that residents can 
list their names, request a chance to speak during 
“Public Comments,” and provide a brief description of 
the topic they wish to discuss. Maybe McCoy could 
make known and readily available an email address or 
telephone number that grants residents the chance to 
ask to be recognized at an upcoming meeting. 

These are just ideas, of course, and simple ones at 
that. It would be up to McCoy to establish a procedure 
that works conveniently, efficiently, even flexibly for 
both him and residents. It would also be at McCoy’s 
discretion to set a deadline by which residents must 
reach him if they wish to appear on a meeting’s agen- 
da under the heading of “Public Comments.” McCoy 
might even want to set a time limit for those who speak 
during “Public Comments.” 

Providing a framework for “Public Comments” has at 
least four benefits. 

1) The agenda for selectmen meetings is usually set 
by the Friday before the Monday on which the board 
convenes. With residents’ names and concerns placed 
under the heading of “Public Comments,” the Board of 
Selectmen and the town manager will be given a fair 
amount of time to prepare for the topics to be dis- 
cussed. 

2) By establishing a sign-up sheet or email address, 
the selectmen chairman can respond directly to a con- 
cerned resident to assure the individual that he or she 
is set to appear at the meeting. Even better, the chair- 
man could use the occasion to answer the resident's 
question or concern, possibly eliminating the need for 
a “Public Comments” appearance. 

3) Meetings would progress at a tighter, more effec- 
tive pace. 

4) The potential for political ambushes would be dra- 
matically reduced. 

Some may argue that “Public Comments,” as it exists 
now, is pure democracy, an uncomplicated and unfet- 
tered method by which the “people” can engage their 
leaders directly and maybe even keep them on their 
toes. 

Nonetheless, nothing of democratic value would be 
sacrificed if the segment was to be adjusted. 

“Public Comments” fits nicely into McCoy’s stated 
mission of making local government more accessible 
and accountable to the people. All it needs now is a 
structure, so thist’all sesifldats can be better served. 


There are a couple of rea- 
sons why most kids hate 
vegetables: their taste buds 
aren't yet mature enough to 
appreciate the flavors, and 
their parents make them eat 
them. 

That's how it was when I 
was forced to read Pearl 
Buck's Pulitzer Prize-win- 
ning novel, The Good 
Earth, in high school. Since 
then, Pearl Buck was to my 
reading list as Brussels 
sprouts are to my menu. 
Off. I was probably too 
young to really understand 
the book, and I definitely 
didn't understand what 
made Pearl Buck so unique. 

This is a shame, really, 
especially after talking with 
Bookenders who are knowl- 
edgeable about her life and 
writing. Pearl Buck's par- 
ents were Americans, 
Presbyterian missionaries 
who were on leave in West 
Virginia when Pearl was 
born. When she was about 
three months old they 
returned to China, where 
Pearl grew up bilingual, and 
spent much of her life. 

In her day, she was one of 
the most popular authors in 
the world. Her writing 
career spanned forty years 
and consisted of over 80 pub- 
lished works of fiction, biog- 
raphy and translation, She 
was the first American 
woman to win the Nobel 
Prize “for her rich and truly 
epic descriptions of peasant 


life in China and for her bio- 
graphical masterpieces.” 
Nowadays, Pearl Buck’s 
work is considered dated. 
You won’t find her in most 
collections of important 
contemporary authors. I’m 
not sure why that is, espe- 
cially because she is the 
only American author 
whose work is, in part at 
least, a product of Chinese 
culture. As such, she pro- 
vides an almost unique per- 
spective on the complexity 
of cultural identity. In addi- 
tion, according to Dr. Peter 
Conn, author of Pearl S: 
Buck, A Cultural 
Biography, “many young 
Chinese regard Buck’s nov- 
els as a valuable historical 
record...of China’s rural life 
in the early twentieth centu- 
ry”; that is, before the 
Communist revolution. 
Pearl Buck was also a well- 
known public figure and 
activist here in America in 
the areas of civil rights, 
immigration, adoption, 
mental health and equal 
rights for women. She 
counted as her friends such 
social warriors as Margaret 
Sanger and Eleanor 
Roosevelt. She also attract- 
ed the notice of Joseph 
McCarthy and J. Edgar 
Hoover, who amassed a file 
on her of over 300 pages. 
The Three Daughters of 
Madame Liang, Buck's last 
major novel, was published 
five years before her death

While acting as the gunner in a 
convoy during a reconnais- 
sance in July, a land mine det- 
onated under the Humvee 
Lockhart was traveling in, 
claiming the life of his com- 
mander, Capt. Josh Byers, and 
critically wounding a civilian 
interpreter and him. SFC 
Lockhart faced “imminent 
death within 72 hours” from 
shrapnel that pierced his lower 
back, shattered his pelvis and 
leg, placing him on life support 
and forcing him into medical 
retirement. 

Since that ill-fated day, 
Lockhart has defied the odds, 
surprising even his doctors and 
reversing his medical retire- 
ment. To see him today, it’s dif- 
ficult to image how close he 
came to death or the excruciat- 
ing pain he has endured over 
these last months. Gone now 
are the wheel chair and cane 
he had to rely on to get around. 
He has since returned to Fort 
Carson, Colorado, where he 


was stationed prior to being 
deployed to continue his reha- 
bilitation & physical therapy 
regime, which has been 
reduced to twice a week. The 
doctor's visits are less frequent 
now, and he has even resumed 
light duty. His neurologist is 
optimistic the extensive nerve 
damage sustained from his 
injuries will eventually heal. In 
July, specialists are expected to 
reevaluate his condition in 
preparation for another 
surgery.

BOSTON - The number of 
communities that meet the 
state’s affordable housing goal 
would nearly double under a 
bili that expands the definition 
of Yaffordable” to allow a com- 
tunity to count half of its 
mobile homes. 

The bill, approved recently by 
House lawmakers, would also 
jet. communities count twice 
every affordable unit that is 
owned instead of rented in a 
development and count each 
unit or bed in group homes run 
by the departments of mental 
health and mental retardation. 

Housing advocates com- 
plained the bill would let dozens 
of: communities surpass the 
state’s affordable housing goal 
simply by changing the defini- 
tion of affordable. 

“It Fewards many towns that 
haye done very little on afford- 
able housing,” said Aaron 
Gornstein, executive director of 
Citizen’s Housing and Planning 
Association. “They suddenly 
jump over 10 percent.” 

For years, city and town lead- 
ers have chafed under the stric- 
tures of the three-decade old 
“anti-snob” zoning law that they 
say gives developers an unfair 
advantage. 


«(The law allows builders who’ dwell 


pledge to include 25 percent 
affordable housing in their 
developments to skirt local zon- 
ing codes in communities 
whose housing stocks are not at 
least 10 percent affordable, 

. The bill expands the definition 
of affordable housing to help 
communities reach the 10 per- 
cent goal faster. 

' Currently there are about 33 
communities who have reached 
that goal. 

The changes approved by the 

louse would automatically add 

7 communities to the list, 

cording to Gornstein. 

Another seven cities and towns 
Would cross the threshold under 
the new definition when they 
complete projects already 
planned, he said. 

The bill strikes a balance 

between critics and supporters 
of the existing law according to 
Kevin Honan, chairman of the 
Housing and Urban 
Development committee. 
‘This really encourages com- 
munities to take control of their 
‘destiny and really plan,” said 
Honan, D-Boston. “This bili 
creates fundamental fairness to 
those communities who think 
théy were being outgunned by 
big developers.” 

‘Phe bill would also give local 
communities more reasons to 
¥ejéct proposals from develop- 
ers even if they include 25 per- 
cent affordable housing. 

One exemption would let com- 
niunities reject housing propos- 
als'if the community can show 
it is making steady progress in 
(atiding affordable units.

-““School officials reported that 
trimming back shrubbery is an 
on-going project.” 

The school was advised to 
replace water-stained ceiling 
tiles and to repair leaks caus- 
ing water staining. Most, but 
not all, affected ceiling tiles 
were replaced. 

“BEHA staff, however, noted a 
“number of areas where stained 
ceiling tiles were not replaced,” 
the report states. 

BEHA found carbon dioxide 
levels to be elevated above 800 
parts per million (ppm) in 


~ eleven of the 24 areas surveyed 


at the school, which is indica- 
tive of inadequate ventilation. 

Carbon dioxide is an odorless, 
colorless gas produced through 
the respiration process of living 
beings and the burning of fossil 
fuels, 


“Carbon dioxide is not a prob- 
lem in and of itself,” the report 
States. “It is used as an indica- 
tor of the adequacy of the fresh 
‘air ventilation. As carbon diox- 
ide levels rise, it indicates that 
“the ventilating system is mal- 
functioning or the design occu- 
pancy of the room is being 
exceeded.” 
- The Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration (OSHA) 
considers it safe for adult work- 
ers to be exposed to 5,000 ppm 


» for up to 40 hours per week. 


The Department of Public 
Health (DPH) has established 


officials encouraged after joint meeting 


a guideline of 800 ppm for pub- 
licly occupied buildings and 600 
ppm for schools. 

BEHA found no detection of 
carbon monoxide and volatile 
organic compounds (VOC's) at 
the school. 

“VOC's are substances that 
have the ability to evaporate at 
room temperature,” the 2004 
report states. “Frequently, 
exposure to low levels of total 
VOC's may produce eye, nose, 
throat, and/or respiratory irri- 
tation in some sensitive individ- 
uals.” 

A meeting was held at the 
town hall between Tracey, her 
husband, another couple, a 
third concerned mother, Town 
Manager Michael  Caira, 
Selectwoman Suzanne Sullivan 
and other various officials on 
Tuesday, May 18. The second 
couple and third mother have 
children who are exhibiting 
symptoms similar to Tracey’s 
daughter. During the meeting, 
everyone involved reviewed the 
findings of the 2004 report and 
sought ways to address the situ- 
ation. 

All the participants came out 
of the meeting encouraged and 
optimistic about the steps that 
will be taken. 

“The report established that, 
yes, there are issues to 
address,” Tracey says. “Now 
they can be addressed.” 

Tracey is still pushing for soil 
testing of the area at the North 
Intermediate School, which the 
town appears amenable to. It is 
impossible to test for every pos- 
sible chemical, so Tracey is 
going to get together with her 


daughter’s toxicologist to estab- 
lish a list of potential chemicals 
to look for. 

“Things went well, but there 
are still questions in the air,” 
says one of the other concerned 
mothers. “We want to know 
what is in the soil.” 

“They are going to make 
changes to the ventilation sys- 
tem and they are going to 
investigate other areas as 
well,” says the third mother 
involved. “We don’t want to 
make a big stink, no pun 
intended. We want to find out 
what is wrong with our chil- 
dren.” 

‘Tracey agrees. She just wants 
to find a solution to the prob- 
lems and had no desire to 
become a public figure, which, 
for all intents and purposes, she 
did when she implored the 
Board of Selectmen during a 
recent televised meeting to help 
her. 

‘Town Manager Michael Caira 
was also encouraged by 
Tuesday morning's meeting. 

“We explained the various 
steps that will be taken to 
address the recommendations 
of BEHA, and the parents 
appeared satisfied with the 
report,” Caira says. “The gen- 
eral character of the building 
itself seems to be in compli- 
ance, but the immediate con- 
cern for everyone involved is 
the child.” 

Despite the parents’ reluc- 
tance for a spotlight, they very 
nearly had one shone on them, 

A news team from Channel 7 
showed up at the North 
Intermediate School and then 


at the town hall during the 
meeting. No one appears to 
know how the news station was 
alerted to the _ situation; 
Superintendent of Schools 
William McAlduff reportedly 
led the reporters away from the 
site, but they soon showed up at 
Tracey's home. 

Tracey is not listed in the tele- 
phone book, and was not at all 
happy that they were able to 
locate her home. 

“I stopped to pick up coffee on 
the way home from the meet- 
ing, and I got a call on my cell 
phone telling me not to come 
home yet, because Channel 7 
was there,” Tracey says. “I 
stayed away until I was told it 
was safe to come home.” 

Tracey pulled her daughter 
out of the school in March and, 
though it took several weeks, 
her daughter is almost com- 
pletely back to her old self. No 
more headaches, no more nau- 
sea, no more lethargy. 

Tracey understands that the 
possibility exists that no health 
risk will be identified. Yes, it is 
possible that her daughter is 
hypersensitive to something, 
whether toxin or otherwise, 
that most other children are 
not affected by, but steps are 
now going to be taken to find 
out one way or the other. That 
was her ultimate goal. 

During the worst moments of 
the ordeal, Tracey felt com- 
pletely helpless and alone. As 
she was being told that her 
daughter was the only one to be 
complaining of such symptoms, 
she began to doubt her ability 
as a parent. Only later did she

Counsel contract talks continue 
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the board that he was prepared 
to walk away from the town if it 
did not agree-to amend the 
agreement. The contract was 
renegotiated to an hourly bill 
rate of $165 for litigation and 
specialized services and a 
retainer fee of $4,500 per 
month. 

Bills for December and 
January, under the new con- 
tract, added up to nearly 
$25,000 each, more than double 
what the town had been accus- 
tomed to paying monthly, 

Legal bills for February 
showed signs of decreasing and 
continued the trend in March, 
after a motion was made by 
McCoy calling for the immedi- 
ate dismissal of Town Counsel. 

As Wilmington’s selectmen 


work their way through the 
details of a new contract, 
Tewksbury’s Board of 
Selectmen unanimously autho- 
rized a raise for their Town 
Counsel on Tuesday night.

On the soccer field, Debbie 
Lyons is known for two 
things: her quickness, and 
her ability to find the back of 
the net. 

But on the track, she’s 
known for one thing: 
excelling in any event Coach 
Tom Bradley puts her in. 

Lyons, a three-sport junior 
athlete, has qualified for the 
State Class C Meet in four 
events, the shot put, pole 
vault, javelin and the 110- 
meter shuttle hurdles. In the 
past outdoor seasons, or dur- 
ing the indoor track season, 
she has also scored points for 
the team in the 200, the long 
jump and the high jump. 

With the regular season 
now at a halt, Lyons finished 
as the team’s leading point 
getter accumulating close to 
100 points in the ten meets. 

“She’s phenomenal, she 
really is,” said Bradley. 
“She’s so strong. She just 
does so many things for us 
whether it’s the hurdles, pole 
vault or the throwing events, 
The kids respect her - and

she is so competitive.” 

Besides her athleticism 
which really sticks out on the 
soccer field, Lyons displays 
the same kind of fiery atti- 
tude on the track. What’s 
probably more impressive 
than the range of events she 
does, is the remarkable 
improvement she gets in 
each of them. For one exam- 
ple, the shuttle hurdles, In a 
matter of three meets, her 
time went from 17.2 seconds 
to 16.3 now down to 16 sec- 
onds flat, which is a yery 
good time. 

While there was no magical 
ride on a broomstick which 
carried her over several hur- 
dles, Lyons made the leap 
ahead in time by making a 
simple adjustment. 

“I went to the four step 
plan,” she said. “I used to do 
five steps (in-between the 
hurdles) and I just found 
myself taking these little 
small steps and I think I was 
suffering from that. Now 
with the four steps, my stride 
is open more and now I can 
sprint in-between each one 
and it’s so much better.” 


It takes guts, as well as ath- 
leticism, speed and determi- 
nation to do the hurdles. One 
must be coordinated and 
extremely focused while try- 
ing to keep the concentration 
level at the highest level. On 
top of that, the runner must 
have strong endurance, not to 
mention a set of eyes that 
can't help but wander to the 
other lanes to see what the 
opposing runners are doing. 

“It’s really important (to 
get the steps down),” she 
said. “I just started to watch 
everyone else do it and they 
were all doing the four steps, 
so I figured I would try it. It’s 
all memorizing really. 
Because you have to memo- 
rize your steps, so that way 
you don’t trip or fall and 
something bad happens.” 

While she has had very 
good recent success in the 
hurdles, Lyons says she’s sur- 
prised nothing bad has hap- 
pened whenever she tries the 
pole vault. She doesn’t say 
that because of safety issues, 
because after all she is an 
extremely physically and 
mentally tough athlete, but 


because she thinks tapes are 
being made of her of how not 
to try the pole vault. 

“Have you ever seen me do 
the pole vault,” she said. “I 
have the worst form 
absolutely the worst. I just 
curl up in a ball and hope to 
Dear God I clear the bar. I’ve 
done 7-6 mostly, but once | 
cleared 8 feet and it was 
because I did this weird three 
spin move and it just looked 
so awkward. I still have no 
idea how I got over.” 

Lyons said that come this 
Saturday at the Cape Ann 
League Meet, and then the 
following Saturday at the 
Class C State Meet, she plans 
on participating in probably 
just the shot put and hurdles. 

“At the state meet you can 
do one running event, one 
field event and a relay, but 
I’m not in a relay,” she said. 
“I like the shot put and the 
hurdles and I want to win 
something - I really want it 
bad.” 

Her best chances of coming 
away with a first place finish 
would be in both of those 
events. She has dropped her 


time down considerably in 
the hurdles, and thinks it can 
go down even more because 
of the new four step routine, 
and secondly because she’s 
added ankle weights and new 
exercises to help her get out 
of the box quicker. In the shot 
put, she has tossed 32-9 which 
is a solid number. 

She has also thrown 98 feet 
in the javelin which is above 
average, while if needed be 
she could run the 200 under 
29 seconds, and probably help 
out with a relay team. She 
said she is fine with the two 
events. 

“In the dual meets you can 
do four events and it's just 
crazy,” she said. “I just die 
once the last one comes 
around. The pole vault just 
takes so much out of me. But 
it’s horrible because you go 
(from one event to the other), 
sometimes with as little as a 
five minute break _ in- 
between. It’s just very tough, 
especially on my legs.” 

During the fall season, 
Lyons used her legs a lot 
helping the girls soccer team 
to a 1242 regular season 


including the team winning 
its first ever league title. 
There Lyons scored 15 goals 
in 18 games and was selected 
as one of 14 players to the 
league’s all-conference team. 
In the post season she added 
a goal (well on an OT penalty 
kick which actually doesn’t 
count on the stats) and an 
assist as the team first beat 
Saugus before losing to 
Wakefield in the fourth over- 
time. 

This Saturday and the next 
one, she wants her work hard 
to come to fruition with 
results at the league and 
state class meet and perhaps 
if that comes to her liking 
she'll be known for more than 
being a versatile participant 
on this year’s outdoor track 
and field team. 

In either case, success or no 
success in the upcoming 
weeks, Debbie Lyons is 
known for being one very 
good athiete, who can score 
points no matter if it’s on the 
soccer field or on the track. 
And she has another year left 
to add to it all. 


Trueira gets knocked out of Sweet 16 tourney

Wilmington High’s Derek 
Trueira has thrilled Wildcat 
fans throughout his career 
with his exploits on the foot- 
ball field as wide receiver 
and defensive back, and on 
the basketball court as a 
point guard.

Wildcat boys tennis team. 
Over the past two weekends, 
Trueira was able to add to his 
tennis accomplishments by 
competing in the 
Massachusetts State 
Individual Boys Tennis 
Tournament in Lexington. 
‘Trueira won two matches last 
weekend to advance to the 
Sweet 16 of the 64-person 
field. Although he was elimi- 
nated this Saturday by the 
No. 2 ranked player in the 
state, Reading’s Jeff 
, advancing to the 
top 16 players in the state was 
highlight to a brilliant career. 
“It definitely felt good to get 
that far,” Trueira said. “I 
knew going in that Saturday 
would be a tough match. I 
did the best I could, but the 


kid I played was just unbe- 
lievable.” 

Trueira lost by a score of 6- 
1, 6-2 to Stempeck, but he was 
hardly discouraged by the 
result. In fact, he feels that 
the matchup can do nothing 
but help him improve his 
play. 

“He was as good as adver- 
tised and there was just noth- 
ing I could do,” Trueira said. 
“But playing that level can 
only help me. There are a lot 
of kids in the Cape Ann 
League that are very good, 
but I can go into every match 
knowing that they can’t be as 
good as this kid was.” 

Trueira’s coach, Matt 
Hackett agreed that the 
matchup with Stempeck may 
have been asking a little too 
much of Trueira, but he also 
knows that his player gave it 
his all. 

“That is as tough a player 
as you can go up against, and 
Derek should be proud to 
have won three points against 
him,” Hackett said. 

Trueira advanced to the 
round of 16 with tow wiris last 
weekend, the first of which 
came against Hamilton 
Wenham’s number one sin- 
gles player, Evan Beilan. 


Trueira prevailed by a score 
of 246, 6-4, 7-5. Losing the 
first set by such a convincing 
margin may have disheart- 
ened some players, but for 
Trueira it had the exact oppo- 
site effect. 

“A lot of times this year, I 
have started slow, but then I 
am able to regroup,” Trueira 
said. “I go into every match 
thinking I can win, so when I 
lose the first set I feel like I 
can still come back.” 

Hackett agreed, adding 
“Derek is a notoriously slow 
starter, but he bounces back 
well. He has the skill and the 
maturity to come back.” 

The first round match was 
actually the more difficult of 
the first two rounds for 
Trueira, as in the second 
round he rolled to a 6-2, 6-2 
win over the first singles 
player from Lowell. It 
seemed that Trueira found 
his stride after the first round 
victory and carried it into the 
second. After the match, 
Trueira was thrilled at the 
realization of his lace in the 
round of 16. 

“It was a great feeling. I 
tried to come out in that 
match and just give it every- 
thing I had, and I was able to 


win big in the first set which 
helped me a lot,” Trueira 
said. “My goal all along was 
just to get past the first round 
and anything else was extra 
so seeing my name on the 
board for the round of 16 was 
great.” 

Hackett knew that Trueira 
had a chance of advancing, 
but he also knew that in a 
tournament like this anything 
can happen. 

“I always say that if you can 
make it to the second day of 
this tournament you should 
be proud,” Hackett said. 
“And I am very proud of 
Derek. It is a tribute to his 
athleticism and his hard 
work.” 

As great as Trueira has 
been individually this season, 
the team has struggled, as 
they finished their season 
with a 5-11 record.

If baseball teams have a hard 
time catching the ball, they 
won't get outs.

The Wildcats, who had won 
two games in a row bringing 
their record to 6-6 overall, 
dropped three very crucial 
games this week to fall to 6-9.

On Saturday morning, the 
‘Cats had a hard time early on 
trailing 7-0 to North Andover, 
just a few hours after the senior 
prom was over. The ‘Cats bat- 
tled back and made it a game 
to go up 8-7, but five errors led 
to North Andover scoring five 
runs in the last of the sixth 
inning to come away with the 
win. 

“We just keep shooting our- 
selves in the foot,” said Caira. 
“We had nine hits which I was 
real happy about and you would 
think that eight runs would be 
more than enough to come 
away with a win and it wasn’t.” 

Kevin Velardo started on the 
mound and he struggled and 
was taken out in the second. 
Sean Godding came in and 
pitched four solid innings in 
relief, before he was fatigued. 
Luongo finished up the final 
inning. Robbie Gillis, Matt 
Marden and Bobby Sinopoli 
eaci had two hits including a 
double to lead the offense. 

Last Thursday, Wilmington 
was edged out by Amesbury, 6- 
5, in another hard luck one run 
loss. The ‘Cats were ahead 3-0 
until the Indians took advan- 
tage of several defensive mis- 
cues leading to five runs.

“The kids know what ‘they 
have to do,” said Caira.

They know 
it’s that or they won't be going 
to the states. So we'll see what 
these guys are made of.” 


Boys track team 
ends regular season 
on a down note

After losing several impact 
seniors to graduation last year, 
the Wilmington boys’ track 
team knew that this spring sea- 
son was going to bea challenge. 
However, there was much dis- 
appointment this past week 
when they lost both ends of a 
dual meet against Pentucket 
(79-42) and Masconomet (92- 
52), officially closing the sea- 
son with a lackluster 3-7 record. 
“We were hoping for [a] much 
better [record],” said coach 
Bob Cripps. “With just a few 
changes, here and there, we 
could have just as easily been 6- 

4. But it was not to be.” 

Despite the disappointing 
record, there were many indi- 
vidual performances that 
helped to remove the dark 
shadows of defeat. Brian 
Schell, who has arguably been 
the team’s Most Valuable 
Trackster, came into the meet 
realizing that he would be com- 
peting against the Cape Ann 
League’s top competitor in his 
signature event - the 400 
meters. Schell had logged sim- 
ilar times to his competition 
this season, but he still lagged 
behind by five tenths of a sec- 
ond. 

Still Coach Bob Cripps 
summed up the competition 
appropriately with his asser- 
tion that the race is not run on 
paper. Schell not only won the 
race for the Wildcats on this 
day, but his time of 51.6 seconds 
ranked a staggering 2.3 seconds 
behind his previous personal 
best in the race. 

Schell then turned around a 
short time later and ran the 
anchor leg of the mile relay, 
delivering another personal 
when he closed out the race in 
52.65 seconds. 

The team of Shayne Gaffney, 
Alex Chalmers and Chris 
,Murray, in addition to Schell, 
had gone into the race with the 


goal of qualifying for the state 
meet in the event. Schell’s final 
leg secured not only the qualifi- 
cation, but also the victory for 
all (3:40.7), somewhat salving 
an otherwise disappointing sea- 
son finish. 

Several more Wildcats also 
had = good_— efforts last 
Wednesday in the dual meet. 
Eric Pelletier ran a personal 
best in the 110 high hurdles 
when he completed the race in 
16 seconds flat to secure the 
win against Pentucket and a 
second place finish against 
Masconomet. Pelletier now 
owns the second fastest time in 
the CAL in the hurdles, and cer- 
tainly has the potential to make 
some waves when the team 
competes in the Cape Ann 
League Meet which is sched- 
uled for this Saturday morning 
beginning at 9:30 at Hamilton- 
Wenham High School. 

In the other sprinting events, 
Wilmington also fared well. In 
the 100 meters senior Mike 
Kelley ran the race in 11.3 sec- 
onds to finish second against 
Pentucket and claim the out- 
right victory over Masco.

For someone recruited mostly 
for her bat, Jackie Rubino did- 

n't impress anyone at the plate 
during her freshman year with 
the Merrimack College softball 
team in the spring of 2003. 

In 24 games, the Wilmington 
native batted 60 times and 
fanned 17 en route to a .150 bat- 
ting average. A catcher and 
designated hitter, Rubino had 
to provide the Warriors with 
more offense and that's just 
what she did this spring as a 
sophomore. 

She raised her average to .202 
and smacked eight doubles and 
a home run, as she started all 
44 of Merrimack's games. She 
collected 17 RBI in 124 at-bats, 
but most importantly cut her 
strikeouts to just 15 on the sea- 
son. 

"I think last year was a typi- 
cal freshman year for me," said 
the Wilmington High graduate, 
an English major at the North 
Andover institution. "I had to 
get used to the pitchers and the 
pitching distance changed from 
40 feet (in high school) to 43 
feet. This year I was very con- 
fident and I got a lot of time to 
prepare (for this season) in 
Florida. 

"I feel like I've become a bet- 
ter hitter in that I get into 
counts more and I know what 
pitch is my pitch to hit.” 

Merrimack head coach 
Michele DeGregorio, who led 
the Warriors to the NCAA 
Division II National 
Championship back in 1994, 
witnessed Rubino's transforma- 
tion back into an effective hit- 
ter. 

“As a freshman she probably 
played more than a usual fresh- 
man does and as a coach, I 
expected a little more of her 
based on what she did in high 
school,” said DeGregorio. "This 
year she caught more and her 
batting was 100 percent better 
than last year. I think it just 
took her a year to adjust.” 

After she graduated from 
Wilmington, Rubino had a num- 
ber of schools to choose from. 
She picked Merrimack for a 
number of reasons. 

"I picked Merrimack because 
I went to look at a lot of 
schools, but I liked the coaches 
a lot and I really liked the cam- 
pus," Rubino said. "I liked the 
fact that I was going to a 
Division II program. I had the 
chance to go to few D-II schools 


in the same conference and a 
few D-II schools. 
(Merrimack's) got the reputa- 
tion with getting winning sea 
sons and | wanted to be part of 
that. I wanted to take the next 
step up.” 

DeGregorio's been pleased 
with Rubino ever since she 
arrived. 

"She's a really great kid," 
said the Warriors mentor. "She 
brings more than just her great 
ability. She's a great person 
and works really hard." 

Rubino needed to adjust to 
college both on and off the field 
when she arrived on campus. 

"It's really tough balancing 
classes in school and sports," 
said Rubino. "We take five class 
a semester and it's hard to 
manage your time. You don't 
really have a lot of time 
between softball and school. We 
travel a lot and it's really tough 
to get all your studying done for 
finals (during the postseason

The Woburn’s North Suburban Y and Reading/Wakefield’s 
Burbank Y are in the middle of their “Reach Out Campaign” to 
raise funds for the scholarships provided to people of all ages wish- 
ing to participate in YMCA programs and camps. 

“It’s an annual campaign,” Sandy Morander, district vice pres- 
ident of the YMCA of Greater Boston said. “It helps us provide 
scholarships for the community.” 

Chris Berry, assistant director of the Burbank Branch said, “We 
provide scholarships for memberships and program participation 
as well as fund pre-school to adult day educational programs. 

“We never send anybody away because of their inability to pay.” 

“We are fortunate to be an organization that can help,” 
Morander added. 

At the North Suburban Branch the campaign has a goal of 
$90,000 and the volunteers working on the fund-raising only need a 
few thousand more to reach their goal. The branch serves Woburn, 
Winchester and Burlington as well as other surrounding communi- 
ties. 

According to Morander, North Suburban gave out over $235,000 
in scholarships last year‘and they expect to give out up to $240,000 
this year. 
you can see, not all of the money from scholarships comes 
from the Campaign,” she said.

Morander noted that the majority of the money collected at the 
North Suburban Branch is used for child care related programs. 
The four programs run by North Suburban are at the Plimpton 
School in Woburn, the Francis Wyman School in Burlington, the 
Child Care Center on Sylvan Road on the Burlington/Woburn Line 
and one for the children of staff at the Winchester Hospital. 

Morander said the Branch provided about $158,000 in childcare 
scholarships last year. 

“That provided 1,900 weeks of child care services to families in 

eed,” she said. 

Over 178 memberships at the Y in Woburn are made possible 
because of scholarships and financial assistance. Morander added 
that $22,800 is given out to provide opportunities for children to 
attend summer camp programs. 

Woburn operates 10 different types of camp programs in three 
different locations. 

“We offer everything from sports to computers,” Morander said. 

The camps include a special needs camp run in conjunction 
with the Town of Burlington. 

Adult education programs at the North Suburban Y are anoth- 
er beneficiary of people's donations. Morander said the $14,400 was 
used for the adult education program at the Plimpton School. 

The funds aided 64 non-English speaking adults get a better 
grasp on their adopted land’s language. According to their website, 
www.ymcaboston.org, the YMCA started the first in the nation 
English as a Second Language (ESL) program in Cincinnati, Ohio 
in 1856 

Another $8,600 went to ease the strain of people attempting to 
meet other fees and use programs at the Branch 

“The need this year is as great as always,” Morander said 

At the Burbank Branch, Berry was proud to announce that the 
primary goal of $50,000 has already been exceeded by $5,000. 

“We are working toward our set goal of $65,000,” Berry said 
“The extra $15,000 would go toward funding the Teen Center at 
Wakefield.” 

Serving communities such as Reading, Wakefield, Stoneham, 
Wilmington and North Reading, Burbank does not have the need 
for ESL as does the North Suburban Branch. However, the Branch 
still gave out over $78,000 in scholarships last year, after collecting 
$45,000 from the Campaign. 

“The money is used to support parents who can’t participate in 
the after school, pre-school and full-day child care programs,” 
Berry said. 

The Burbank Branch also supplies scholarships to several sum- 
mer day camp programs. They include, Camp Quannapowitt in 
Wakefield, Camp Wilbur and the Discovery Camp in Reading, and 
Camp Wakanda in Boxford. 

Wakanda is a more traditional day camp with swimming, 
kayaking, archery and a rope climbing course. Discovery takes its 
participants on a different field trip each of the five weekdays they 
come, 

Discovery, Wilbur and Camp Quannapowitt participants use the 
pool at the Reading facility for swimming activities. 
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For the most part the camps at both branches are run five-days 
a week and the children participate on a weekly basis, with some 
that are enrolled for the whole summer. 

Berry said, “We offer care starting at 7:30 in the morning and 
going to 6:00 at night. It is focused toward families with two work 
ing parents.” 

The Annual Reach Out Campaign usually kicks off in March 
with the main focus taking place through April. However, activities 
to raise funds take place throughout the year. Depending on which 
branch is running the campaign, the activities could be events such 
as road races or golf tournaments to Christmas tree sales and 
other activities 

This of course takes a large amount of work on the part of many 
dedicated people. Thus, as both Morander and Berry said, the Y
